Mrs. Andrews Gives Briet 
History ot Presidents Club 


Mrs. J. E. Andrews, who organized the P.-T. A. Presidents’ club, 
gives in the following article a brief history of as organization: 

“The Presidents’ club was organized in January of the year 1921. 

“Behind the organization of this club was a realization of a need 
for closer fellowship and better understanding by all our school forces, 
and an earnest prayer to the all-wise Father for inspiration and di- 
rection in the effort to bring about and supply this need. 

“True, here was a council of parent-teachers which met quarter- 
ly for reports of the various organizations in the city and which served 
as a clearing house, but which at that time did not furnish a central 
organization for mutual intercourse and understanding. The council 
did not function fully or freely or repeatedly enough to supply the 
need, 

“So the Parent-Teacher Presidents’ club was organized. It has no 
constitution or by-laws, or payment of dues or fines, but simply affords 
a time and place each month where all the presidents of the various 
Atlanta P.-T. A.’s may meet for pleasant social intercourse, to know 
each other better and for the mutual information and inspiration that 
is bound to come from such a gathering. 

“From now on, the council of the P.-T. A. will hold its meetings 
on the same day with the Presidents’ club, just preceding the lunch- 
eon at which the presidents gather, and we feel that a very forward 
step has been made by this plan, when five or six hours one day of 
each month will be set aside for the central work of the organization, 
as well as for pleasure. By this means only one day will be required 
in the month and we will still get through in time to be at home 
when the children return from school.

Let me call attention again to the need of the clubs working 
locally, also state and country-wide, toward arousing public opinion 
against billboard advertising. While a few of the states have already 
taken steps along the line of restricting and taxing billboards, many 
States, Georgia among them, permit their erection not only along | 
the main roads leading into the cities and towns, but also along the 
state highways. The chautauqua resolution of the General Federation 
called this an intrusion of private business on public rights. Cour- 
teous letters written unitedly by clubwomen may bring about strong 
public sentiment toward lessening this civic blight. Let us work to 
this end.

_ 4 NAMESAKE’S STRUGGLE. 
Since the beginning of the world 
when the present Transcau- 
casian republic of Georgia first 
came into the limelight there ‘has 
been more or less interest and con- 
cern in this American common: 
wealth as io its little namesake in 
a far remote corner of Europe, 
struggling as it has and is for in- 
dependence against the Soeetoye 
- machinations of soviet Russia. 

Just a few days ago another re- 
bellion broke out in the little re- 
public and that of its sister, Azer- 
baijan. It has been quieted for the 
time, but the political situation is 
so tense and Georgia is so rich in 
natural resources that further ag- 
gression against the Russians may 
be momentarily expected. For 
while Georgia is a republic in name 
and by will of the people, and so 
ecognized by the western powers, 
he state has been ruled during re- 

“cent years by a Russian military 
dictatorship of the most ruthless 
‘character. 

It is against this rule, which con- 
tinues despite the rewards of war 
and against the outstanding voice of 
the people who have struggled long 
and desperately for independence in 
fact as well as in theory, that the 
recent revolt was directed, and 
among the democracies of the world 
sympathy is with the Georgians. 

Before the world war this terri- 
tory between the Black and the 
Caspian seas, inland lakes where 
Europe and Asia meet, was a part 
of the Russian empire, and repudi- 
ating entirely the sequences of war, 
in which the dynasty of Russia fell, 
the soviet regime has shown a 
dogged determination to maintain 
Russian rule, simply to confiscate 
the great wealth that Georgia and 
her sister, Azerbaijan, possess. In 
other words, the inhabitants of the 
Georgian republic are cursed by 
their riches. 

Not only is Georgia rich in oil 
and copper, but possesses the great- 
est manganese reserves in the 
world. In 1913 practically half of 
the entire world’s supply of this ore 
mineral came from Georgia. There- 
fore, it is easy to understand the 
selfish and avaricious purposes of 
soviet Russia in forcing a dictator- 
ship in a republic over which at 
present it 
protectorate, or even right of in- 
vasion. 

The independent government in 
Georgia was organized in 1918. It 
received German protection at first. 

This was before the armistice. 
By a special treaty of August 27, 
1918, the Germans forced the Rus- 
Sian revolutionists to recognize the 
new republic, at which time it 
telinquished its protectorate, and 
feft Georgia quite capable of hand- 
ling her own affairs.

Sunday Health Talks

THE ITCHING OF AN OLD SKIN. 

There is a queer popular fancy that 
folks who itch a great deal are itching 
'to bathe, yet there must be quite as 
many folks who bathe only to itch. lI 
hardly know which class I'd rather 
belong to. I bathe so seldom, just 
now and then in order to get the 
point of yiew of those who do. Some- 
how I feel it my duty to get first-hand 
information about these 


is involved. 

Young skins—well, you can tell a 
young skin by just feeling it, with 
your eyes closed. It is soft and 
warm and oily, with maybe a 
pimple here and there. An old skin 


is harsh and dry and the owner is 
usually scratching it or wanting to. 
Old skins have that mean way of re- 
senting years of treatment. They 
itch and itch even when there’s noth- 
ing the matter with them. An old 
skin that doesn’t itch more or less 
may happen here and there, but I can 
scarcely imagine such a thing—you'll 
have to show me. The only way I 
know in which one can kcep the skin 
foom itching forever after is by keep- 
ing the skin young. Itching forever 
after what? Why, scratching, of 
course. The softness, smoothness, 
warmth and beauty of the young skin 


oiliness. In youth the skin oil or 8e- 
bum is freely secreted by the sebaceous 
or oil glands, indeed, this function 
is often excessive and the condition 
called seborrhea occurs. 
means excessive flow of oil or sebum; 
it constitutes not only the common 
oiliness of the skin, put is also the 
basis of dandruff and of ordinary 
blackheads and pimples (acno). Along 
with these terrible afflictions, however, 
youth has the skin oil to thank for 
beauty, for the sebum dves beautify 
the skin just as a little oil brings 
out the finish of a piece of furniture. 

But this is a talk about the itching 
of an old skin. The main charac- 
terestic of an old skin is diminished 
sebaceous function. The oil glands 
are falling down on the job, in many 
cases undergoing atropny. 

Now in all skins there is a normal 
constant ¢asting off of epithelial ce- 


hris so fine that one scarcely notices 
it. The exposed skin has little dif- 
ficulty in getting rid of this debris by 
oxidation and abrasion. The skin

‘Lhey may be looked upon as 
artificial substitutes for the natural 
sebuin or skin oil and when used 
sparingly and daily, they ll keep 
the skin in very fair condition. 

The first is oil of sesame, som- 
times called bean oil or teel oil, and 
this oil has the virtue of leaving ne 
residue to clog the skin. Let the 
druggist prepare it for you by digest- 
ing for three hours over a water bath 
‘four ources of sesagne oil with fifteen 
drops of absolute alcohol and twent¢ 
grains of bezoin, and filtering the oil. 
A few drops will be sufficient ta ap- 
ply to a considerable area of skin 
daily. 

The second preparation is more of 
an anti-pruritic (relief for itching.) 
Pruritus, by the way, is a medical 
term for itching without apparent 
cause, This -s a skin cream oriz:- 
nally suggested by Dr. Bulkley, skin 
specialist, for bath pruritus and dry- 
ness of the skin: 

Lanolin, 2 drams;: boroglycerid, 1

Don't scratch. Brus. Use al 
soft-bristle brush and brush the skin | 
with it for twenty to thirty minutes 
each morning. This 's m great help 
in removing the invisib’y fine epithe- 
lia! debris which is responsible for 
the itching. But be sure th. brush is | 
very fine and very soft and avoid a 
brush which is as bad 2s scratching. 


This brushing would be of ques- 
tionable value if you have the wet- 
wash obsession and tre given to the 
unhygienie habit of macerating your 
skin in the tub every little while. A, 
brushing on the day of a soak would | 
be comparable with the whisking the 
porter wanted to give the finnicky 
doctor who objected to stirring wp a 
lot of germs and dust in the car.

HOULD a rich wife pay her 
poor husband’s bills? This 
question has come to the 
_ front on account of the re- 
cent matrimonial difficulties 
of Countess Gosta Morner, 
better known as Peggy Joyce. Peggy 
tells us that her fifth attempt at mar- 
riage happiness has failed because 
she has found herself obliged to pay 
her husband’s bills. 
lf a woman of wealth marries a 
man who has no money, and doubt- 
less this will soon be as common as 
it has been for wealthy men to mar- 
ry women of no money, one won- 
ders how the bills of the poor hus- 
band ever will be paid unless by the 
rich wife. If the creditors did not 
suppose that a rich wife was willing 
‘to stand back of her husband’s bills 
there would be no bills and this 
would simply mean that poor hubby 
could not keep up appearances, for 
it takes money to live the life of a 
husband to a wealthy wife. 


In such matters, however, there is- 


always a deeper element than mere 
expediency. Why is it not just that 
the member of the family who has 
the money should-share liberally with 
him who has not? It is the spirit 
of love to be lavish, and one always 
gives what one has». When the man 
is wealthy it is expected that he deal 
generously with his wife. 

The trouble is, we are likely to for- 
get that these are the days of equality 
between men and women. We Ccan- 
not have things different and still the 
same. If women are to have the 
privileges of men, sooner or later we 
all shall discover that they also have 
fallen heir to the obligations. 

Moreover, the wife paying the hus- 
band’s bills is not such a new thing 
as it seems. Once the husband had

monthly income will allow the ques- 
tion of money to drop into the back- 
ground, Signing a check once a 
month for a stated sum easily be- 
comes a matter of routine, once the 
monied partner has decided to be the 
family provider. The emotions are 
not stirred up as they are when peti- 
tions for money occur unexpectedly, 
sandwiched in between protestations 
of love. 


ELIVERING over to one’s mate 


a large amount of money in a 
lump sum is a grand gesture that 
tickles the vanity of the giver in con- 
trast to the annoyance occasioned by 
being asked for many smaller amounts 
of money to pay separate bills of a 
more or less prosaic nature. 

Perhaps if this had been frankly 
considered and some family budget 
determined upon the married life of 
Peggy and the Count might have gone 
on more smoothly. Peggy has the 
checks and she knows now what was 
paid for. 

‘| have all my checks to show that 
I have been paying the bills,’’ she 
says. ‘“‘He has never spent a nickel 
Since the day I married him, and even 
before we left the Ritz-Carlton at At- 
lantic City right after our marriage | 
had to cash a check to pay the bills. 
Since that time bills have been com- 
ing in from all directions, bills that 
were contracted by him 
even last year.” 

Her experience ought to 
Suggest to others who 
may make a similar ven- 
ture in matrimony the 
advantage of having the 
husband’s allowance fixed 
before the day of the wed- 
ding. 

Of course, the conven- 
tional way of looking at 
marriage excludes any 
frank financial sup- 
port of the husband 
by the wife. This 
point of view was 
forcefully given by 
Peggy’s own father 
when he said, ‘‘The 
Count must have 
been a no’count fel- 
low to have a 
woman pay his 
bills. Down 
here we would 


put him behind a plow 
and let) him work for 
bread and meat.” 

In the most conserva- 
tive neighborhoods, where 
this sentiment is strongly 
expressed, it usually does 
not take much searching 
to find a man who is liv- 
ing on his wife’s income 
or even his wife’s labor. 
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But in these places the arrangement 
is a very delicate matter and it is 
carried out in such a way that the 
husband’s right hand, spending the 
cash, never seems to know where the 
left hand gets it. Thus self-respect 
flourishes. The modern way of an 
open understanding will appeal more 
to the oncoming generation. 

The unconventional youngsters of 
today are more likely to get a ‘‘kick”’ 
out of the novelty of reversing the 
old custom of allowing the man to 
be the financial head of the house 
than they are to make any attempt 
to keep up the fiction of the man’s 
economic independence when his wife 
is really supporting him. 

Peggy tells us that she did not ob- 
ject to her husband being poor. “I 
married him because I thought he was 
a fine, sweet, manly boy, not the pig- 
headed Swede he has turned out to 
be. I knew he didn’t have much 
money,.but that didn’t make any dif- 
ference to me. If a man will work 
and command my respect I don’t care 
if he is poor. I wouldn’t have cared 
if my husband drove a wagon, but 
to have him refuse to work as he did 
a week after we were married was 
more than I could bear.”’

An engineering student in the 
university of Hlinois made a mini- 
ature airplane weighing 5-1000 of 
one ounce. It flew 68 seconds in- 
doors and 195 seconds outdoors. 
It is the correct relationship of the 
power, areas and weight rather than 
the size that begets airplane per- 
formance. If a beginner flies this 
homemade airplane 3 to 10 seconds 
in the first month, it will be good 
performance. 

Wings Vary 

The airplane wings vary in pro- 
portion from a length twelve times | 
the width down to a length that is 
five times the width. The ‘“‘La- 
hann No. 1” wing is 12 inches long 
and 2 inches wide, made as follows: 

Two bamboo strips.1-16 inch 
wide and 1-16 inch thick a foot 
long are laid parallel with the glos- 
sy side of the bamboo down and 
1 7-8 inches apart on a table or 
other flat, firm surface. The bump 
in the bamboo should be the center 
of each 12-inch bamboo wing Strip. 

Four clear bamboo braces, each 
1-16 inch by 1-16 inch by 1 7-8 
inches long, are placed at the ends 
of the wing édges (12 inch strips) 
and at points 4 inches from each 
end, dividing the wing into three 
équal oblongs 2 inches by 4 inches. 
While these four braces and the two 
wing edges are flat in place, with 
the glossy side of the bamboo 
down, apply two drops of glue (or: 
airplane cement) at each end of) 


the glue firmly. 


Do not touch the bamboo with the 


| stick or brush with which the ce- 
| ment is applied. 


Apply Glue 


When the cement is thoroughly 


.dry (15 minutes if near heat) turn 
the glossy side of the bamboo up. 
apply a thin layer of glue or air- 


plane cement to all edges and 
braces, then apply the tough tissue 
paper carefully to one long edge of 
the wing, préssing it down on to 
Then stretch the 
tissue paper across the _ braces, 
préssing it down on the two middle 
braces first, then along the other 
edges, being careful at all times to 
pull the wrinkles out in order to 
leave a smooth wing surface. This 
is the underside of the wing as it 
flies. 


The tissue paper is cut off by 
means of sandpaper or a sharp edge 
applied to the four edges of the 
wing, with a downward motion only 
when the papered side is up. 

DO NOT put the téssue paper 
completely around any wing edge: 
That adds weight and does no 


good. 
Make Angle 


A dihedral angle is that V-shaped 
angle in an airplane’s wing that aids 
in stabilizing or balancing it from 
side to side. The ends of the La- 
hann No. 1 monoplane wing are

raised about 3-4 inches higher than 
the center of the V of this angle, 
in one of several ways. 


The simplest manner is to tie 
a silk thread to the front center 
of the wing and attach it to the 
Other front cormer, then draw the 
corners toward each other until 
each is 3-4 inch higher than the 
center of the bow, with the paper- 
side being the convex surface of the 
wing. Tie the string at that point. 


Make Angle Permanent 


A permanent wave may be, put 
in this wing by holding it to shape 
over or against a hot steam or hot 
water pipe, then taking it away to 
cool into the right sized bow. 

Some bright inventors make the 
dihedral by putting opposite ends 
of the wing into the corrugated 
parts of a radiator. The bow is 
made by first inserting one end be- 


tween two humps in the radiator + 


top or side, then pressing the other 
end of the wing toward the first 
end, and slipping it between two 
other radiator humps. 

When the dihedral angle is in, 


attached to the motor base by 
means of a rubber band, as ex- 
plained later.

in making the fin and elevator, as |

How Can A Man Acquire Accu- 
racy and Deception in Forward 
Passing ? 

A man can gain accuracy in for- 
ward passing chiefly by practice.

A target shouldbe placed at 
varying intervals from the passer, 
and with practice the eye and arm 
coordinate to pass accurately with- 
out the process of thinking. Long 
passing strengthens the arm, and 
it also aids in producing speed. if 
the motion of the arm be perpen- 
dicular to the ground in passing and 
the ball be thrown from above the 
head, and if the passer steps toward 
the receiver of the pass, there 
should be no difficulty in acquiring 
accuracy. 

Practice for 

Speed in adjusting the ball in 
the hand gives the passer more 
time to execute the above move- 
ments properly, but this speed can 
be gained only by practice. 

To deceivé,a man must first learn 
to grip fhe ball. The ball must then 
be adjusted and carried low (as a 
,pitcher does a baseball with a man 
on basc, until ready to throw. The 
throw must be a snap throw so that 
as soon as the ball is raised above 
the head it leaves the hand.

HOW LIGHT MAY BE BROKEN UP 


(This is the first of a series of 
science stories which. will‘take up 
all sorts of queer and interesting 


facts about the everyday world). 
Sunlight, as it comes down to 

us, is composed practically every 

colors; it contains practically every 


color one sees in the rainbow.

But before 
we describe the process it is neces- 
sary to know something of the na- 
ture of light and its behavior when 
passing through such substances as 
glass. 

Light of all colors, whether blue 
or green, yellow or réd, is com- 
posed of certain very small 
“waves,”’ as shown in Figure 2; 
and these waves are of different 
lengths for the different colors. 
The w:ves of violet, blue and indi- 
go light are very short ones, many, 
millions of them being required to 
make up the length of an inch on 
an ordinary ruler. The green and 


an amount depending on their wave 
lengths; those having the _ short 
waves are deflected most, while 
those possessing the longer waves 
are deflected less. And so we have 
each color deflected from _ its 
course, separated from the _ re- 
mainder, and traveling a path all its 
own and striking the white wall in 
a series of colors known as the 
spectrum. In the case under con- 
sideration, the Spectrum is known 
as the solar spectrum. 


If, now, a rounded lens is placed 
in the path of these colored rays, as 
shown in Figure 4, the rays will be 
again condensed and “mixed” and 
the mixture will again be a “white” 
light and focused to a point at the 
rear of the lens.
